SUPREME COURT JUDGMENTS. 


Judgments by Mr. Justice Rouleau were 
received by last mail in the following cases : 


La Banque Jacques Cartier vs. Gariepy & 
Chenier. Suit for conversion of chattels to 
the amount of $542.77. The Edmonton 
Saw Mull Co. had given a mortgage of 
$7,570.50 on their stock to the bank. After 
the date of registration ot this mortgage 
the company sold lumber to the amount of 
plaintiff’s claim to Gariepy & Chenier. 
Shortly afterwards the Yaw Mill Co, 
assigned. The bank claimed that this 
lumber was covered by the mortgage and 
therefore couid not be sold by the Saw Mill 
Co. without the bank’s consent. Defend- 
ants claimed that the mortgage given the 
bank was a fradulent preference, as the saw 
Mill Co. was insolvent when it was given, 
and further that the sale was in the ordin- 
ary course of business. The judge held 
that the contention that the Saw Mill Co. 
was insolvent when the mortgage was 
given was not borne out by the evidence,

The conditions under 
this clause were fulfilled, but a mistake 
had been made by the agent and the 
patent could not be granted. An 
order-in-council has been passed grant- 
ing Mr. Argue his homestead. The 
department of interior is to be con- 
gratulated on the action taken in this 
and like cases. Under’ the late ad- 


ministcation Mr. Argue would have 
simply lost his homestead through the 
error made by the agent of the gov- 
ernment. Now the government goes 
cut of its way to allow Mr. Argue 
what he has an equitable right to.

preference to light sugar cured, 
as the latter will not’stand stowing 
on the ship, and will arrive soft 
and sour.” 


YUKON STARVATION.

reached Victoria, B. C., on Oct. 25th : 
News had been received at Dawson 
city from down the river that there was 
'nc hope of any steamers reaching

| many men to make a start to get out 
| of the country. Some will attempt to 
get down the river, expecting to 
|ebtain provisions at Circle city, or 
| force their way down the Yukon, but 
| the majority will attempt the trip 
over the trail. That many will perish 
in the attempt seems certain.

MINING IN OMENICA. 


Vancouver Werld: Among the 
guests at Hotel Vancouver on Satur- 
day was Col. Joshua Wright, who has 
for several years been engaged in de- 
veloping a placer proposition in the 
Omenica, a district in the northern 
part of British Columbia. The colonel 
was formerly connected with an 
Ottawa regiment. This year he had 
a larger party than ever at work on 
his company’s claim on Manson creek, 
having taken up, last spring, about 40 
men and he engaged 20 Indians there. 
No washing has yet been done, but 
from prospecting this season he con- 
siders the outlook better than ever for 
a big clean-up. Two other companies 
are operating on Manson creek, one 
being the Victoria company for which 
Capt. Black, who passed through here 
recently, is manager. Col. Wright says 
that the country is not one in which 
men would do well simply as the 
shallow placers were exhausted long 
ago. From Manson creek it is 700 or 
800 miles overland to the Klondike. 
Ccarse gold is found and the locality 
is practically on the ridge between the 
Cariboo and Yukon water systems. 


IMMIGRATION. 


J. S. Crawford, of Birtle, Man., at 
| present Canadian government imwi- 
| gration agent in Kansas, arrived on 
Thursday’s train to look over the Ed- 
monton district with a view to reporting 
as to its suitability tor settlement by 
Kansas people. Mr. Crawford has 
been aresident of Birtle, Manitoba, for 
many years, being indeed one of the 
founders of the place. During his 
term of office as mayor he was chiefly 
instrumental in bringing the Manitoba 
Northwestern railway ito the town. 
Mr. Crawford says that owing to the 
recession eastward of the rainfall in 
Kansas and Nebraska whole counties 
have been depopulated and the in- 
habitants driven to seek for farms to 
rent in eastern part of those States. In 
many counties in which the population 
remains the rainfall nas become so un- 
certain that farming has ceased to be 
profitable. Many of the people of 
these counties as well as the over- 
crowded renters of the more eastern 
counties are compelled to remove, and 
the only question is where will they go 
to. Hitherto their idea has chiefly 
been, Texas or the irrigable districts of 
the Rocky mountain states. There is 
a vast population of desirable people 
who can be turned to the Canadian 
west, and cannot believe that it is as 
good as represented or it would not 
have lain so long unoccupied,

R. A. Mackenzie writes from Grand 
rapids under date of Oct. 2nd: We 
have just got over the Grand rapids all 
right. No mishap of any kind. Stage 
of water very low. Old timers tell me 
they never saw the water as low at 
this season. Some are very doubtfu: 
of our getting to McMurray this fall. 
But I think we will get over all the 
rapids. No doubt I will have to make 
more portages than are usually made.

DEPLORABE OCCURRENCE. 


Adclph Redmond, of the German 
settlement about seven miles southeast 
of Leduc, died on Thursday from loss 
of blood caused by a cut on the neck. 
The police were notified on Friday 
and Sgt. Byrne was sent out to look 
after the case. Dr. Braithwaite, 
coroner, also went out. An inquest 
was held. From the evidence given 
it appeared that while threshing was 
in progress at one of the farms on 
Wednesday Jast two young men, or 
boys, Adolph Redmond, aged 16, and 
Fred Berter, aged 14, began scuffling, 
whether in fun or in earnest was not 
clearly brought out. During the 
scuifle Redmond received a severe cut 
in the neck, which severed the extern- 
al blood vessels. The young man was 
cared for by his friznds who attempted 
by crude means to stop the bleeding, 
as it seemed with some success. But 
on Thursday the boy died, no doubt 
from loss of blood, not having had 
medical care. It was after his deatli 
that the authorities were informed. 
The coroner's jury brought in a ver- 
dict that Adolph Redmond came to his 
death from a wound inflicted on him 
in the neck by Fred Berter. Berter, 
who was already in custody, was at 
once brought before R. T. Telford, J. 
P., of Leduc, and was committed to 
stand his trial for having feloniously 
inflicted a wound upon Adolph Red- 
mond which had caused his deatk. 
He was brought to Edmonton on 
Saturday and committed to police 
custody to stand his trial at the next 
court. All the parties concerned in 
the affair are Germans and do not 
underderstand much English, so that 
it was difficult to get the exact details 
of the affair at the inquest.

TEE MACKENZIE ROUTE. 


THE BULLettin has received two copies of 
the Pembroke, Unt., Standard containing 
the following letters from the leader of the 
Pembroke party of four who passed through 
Edmonton in the latter end of Angust. 
They had a large Peterborough canoe which 
tney supplemented at the Landing with a 
scow. The names are: Roy Moffat, E. 
Irving, H. McPhee and John Ritchie. It 
will be seen from the dates of the letters 
that they were only four days making from 
Chipewyan to Fort McMurray, a land 
distance of one hundred and seventy miles. 
Over what other route to the Yuken can a 
like distance be made in the same time with 
an equal amount of supplies at the same 
expense? The party were seven days from 
the Landing to Fort McMurray, about 250 
miles. 

Fort McMurray, Sept. 10th, 1897. 


We arrived here safely to-day at noon 
after a fairly hard trip, that is to say quite 
a lot of rowing and some portaging. We 
met the Hamilton outfit returning home 
after losing one man at the Grand Rapids. 
From what I can learn along the river the 
party must have been wrongly directed as 
they sailed right into the head of the Grand 
rapids and struck a rock. Une man was 
lying asleep in the bottom of the boat ; they 
yelled to him and he jumped up and out. 
The water then taking him to the waist, he 
grabbed a rock and tried to stand upon it, 
but was carried away. He had a small 
piece of board in his hand at the time. He 
has not been seen since. The rest of the 
party went to the foot of the rapids (after 
being taken off the rocks), and looked a 
little while for him and returned. They 
were a disheartened looking lot. We came 
along without a mishap of any kind and are 
now cover the worst. We at present intend 
going up the Laird river and if we get froz- 
en in will likely take dog trains and go in- 
land. We will not strike for Klondike, but 
this side of it as we consider we can do just 
as well in gold fiading nearer this way, so 
long as we get on the cther side of the 
Rocky mountains. We willtry and leave 
here this afternoon as time is precious and 
we were delayed heiping another party 
a'ong who broke their boat. Did not see 
much game on the road; just saw onemoose, 
and did not kill it, as we were in a rapid 
and had no time to spare. All the boys are 
well and talk about eating, you never saw 
the like. None of the boys have shaved yet 
and are growing whiskers for the cold wea- 
ther. We are progressing nicely. Wea- 
ther good, days warm, nights cool. No 
snow yet. Nomishap. Trip a pretty hard 
one, but scenery fine. 


Roy Morrar. 

Fort Chipeyan, Sept. 14th, 1897. 
We arrived here safely last night, having 
made the run from Fort McMuraay in good 
time. We crossed Lake Athabaska in a day 
and a night, where the Duluth party were 
lost for 10 days. They are now only one 
day ahead of us so we will likely overhaul 
them soon. We will follow out our original 
intention and push on to Fort McPherson, 
abandoning the idea of going via the 
Laird river, a we have found that that; 
route is impracticable, The weather con- 
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KEEP WARM 


tinues fine, the re being quite warm and 
the nights cool. Expect to make time 
if our good luck stays with us. e passed 
a party who left Athabaska Landing two 
weeks ahead cf us,.so I think we can shake 
hands with curselves on the progress we 
have made. All the boys are well and look- 
ing as haertly as could be expected. We all 
eat like whiteheads and notwithstanding 
our hard work are getting fat. There are 
plenty of wild geese here, but as we are not 
on a wild goose chase and have not time to 
spare to do any hunting, we have not dined 
off them yet. Every hour counts now, es 
Great Slave lake freezes over early and un- 
less we get across it we will have to winter 
there. However we are not losing a mom- 
ent and hope to get acrossall right. lf we 
do we can reach Fort McPherson, which is 
within the Arctic Circle and about 125 
miles from the Arctic Ocean, before winter 
sets in, and go overland to the gold fielcs. 
The factors and employees of the Hudson 
Bay Company have shown us every kindness 
and give us inuch valuable information and 
assistance, and if you write us will forward 
our letters, but send no papers as they are 
toc bulky. Will write a description of our 
trip when we reach our destination, as we

This makes a dis- 
tance of 720 miles which Mr. Boulais 
had to make on foot,and probably carry- 
ing a pack for at leas{, half thedistance, 
on a most difficult trail over a mountain 
range. <A hard road to travel certainly. 
This after paying his passage to Dyea, 
and having afterwards to buy or build 
a boat to go down the Yukon. Either 
of the Edmonton routes’ will easily 
stand comparison with the Dyea or 
Skagway trails.
